W. 


Morse, former "ice king," was today 
sentenced to fifteen years in the Fed- 
eral penitentiary by Judge Hough for 
wrecking tlie National Bank of North 
America. Sentence was suspended in 
the case of Alfred Curtis, its former 
president, Judge Hough declaring him 
to have been under the influence of 
Morse, a master stronger mind, and 
that his efforts at reform 'Tiad been1 


blocked 'by the bank's supine board of 
directors. 
Mrs. Curtis was borne 


fainting from the room when her hus- 
hand's sentence was suspended. 


New York, Nov. 6.—Cnaries 
W. 


Morse, until a year ago a dominant 
figure '^n the world of finance, and Al- 
fred H. Curtis, former president of 
the National Bank of North America, 
were^-ibund guilty last night in 
the 


criminal branch of the United States 
circuit court, on charges of misappli- 
cation of funds and falsifying 
the 


books of the bank, 'mere was- also 
the additional charge of conspiracy 
against the prisoners, but the jury 
acquitted the men on this count. 


Wpthin five minutes of the time the 


jury had rendered its verdict, Judge 
Hough had refused to entertain a mo- 
tion" for bail and had coniitted 
the 


two bankers to the Tombs prison. 


The federal statutes provide a min- 


imum penalty of five years' imprison- 
ment for falsifying the books of the 
bank, and penalty of two years' im- 
prisonment 
for 
misapplication 
of 


funds. 
No alternative but imprison- 


ment is provided for conviction on 
the charge of falsifying the books of 
the bank. The maximum penalty on 
this charge is ten years' 
imprison- 


ment. 


The jury recommended clemency for 


Mr. Curtii. 


The scene in the court room was a 


dramatic one. _.i.rs. Morse and Mrs. 
Curtis 
had 
remained 'in the court 


rooms nearly the entire day awaiting 
the verdict. Mrs. Curtis showed signs 
of giving way to her emotion a num- 
ber of times, and once when the jury 
returned to the court room to receive 
instructions on the manner in which 
the conspiracy charge should be con- 
sidered, Mrs. Morse brone down and 
sobbed. 


It was evident by the excitement of 


court attendants son^e minutes before 
the jury filed in witfi a verdict that a 
decision had been reached and 
the 


news was quick"ly communicated to 
the principals in the case. This gave 
Mt. Morse and Mr. Curtis time to pre- 
pare themselves and to speak words 
of encouragement to their wives. 


As the doors leading (o the jury 


room were thrown open silence fell 
upon the crowd in the court room. 
! 
Mr. Morse and Mr. Curtis stood be- 


fore the jury while Foreman John 
Elder was reading the verdict. 


""W3e hare agreed upon a verdict in 


the case of both defendants," said the 
foreman, in a subdued voice. "On th? 
cliarge of conspiracy we find them not 
guilty." A look of relief cara<. to the 
face of Ihe prisoners, but 
it only 


lasted a momc-nt, for Mr. Elder contin- 
ued: "On ihe charce of the nii«,<]>p]i- 
cafion of ihe funds of «he 1<nnk 
we 


find both defendants giiUty. On the 
charge of raak.ns false entries in the 
books of the banks we find both de- 
fendants guilty. In the case of Alfred 
H Curtis the jury wishes to nnke a

Perhaps there is no spot in Gran- 


ville around 
which gather so many 


pleasant memories and associations as 
cluster about the Buxton House which. 
lor nearly a century has been the ex- 
ponent of s. genial and generous hos- 
pitality. 
The main part of this pic- 


turesque and ancient'"tavern" 
was 


built in 1812 by Orrin Granger, who 
"was its landlord up to ISIS: and its 
form remained unchanged for 
many 


years, until the east wing was added 
to afford more room for 
its 
guests. 


Originally the dining room was back 
of the parlor, and the big open fire- 
place and old-fashioned mantel still 
remain intact, although the room has 
long been used for other purposes. On 
the second floor above 
the 
dining 


room was the ball-room, and the story- 
is often told, that on one festive oc- 
casion, a certain citizen being in un-

of employees by the amount paid is 
called in question we have the assur- 
ance of the census report that the 
median rate for all motormeu in the 
United States was ?2 to S2.04 per day. 


The significant fact, from a finan- 


cial point of view, is that if wages in 
Huddersfield had been raised to the 
average wages of large cities in this 
country the surplus of §209,269 above 
operating cost would have been more 
than half wiped out and tae demands 
for interest, redemption of debt and 
depreciation account could not have 
been met. Even as it was. with wages 
ground down to the starvation mini- 
mum, there 
v.-as a 
surplus 
after 


charges and allowances of §31,700, 
which, with tiae irony, is applied un- 
der the English system "to the relief 
of the general rates." 
Evidently the 


motormeu 
who are 
receiving 
the 


princely wages of 75 cents per day are 
doing their share toward the "relief 
of the general rates.'' but may get a 
part of the money back if they become 
charges on the city.

may be freely admitted- But in mak- 
ing such a claim he abandons his case.
